The number of White Churches which have contributed this year is 213 more 
than contributed last year, and the gain in the receipts at home this year is 
$4,362.42 over the receipts of last year. 


The moneys credited to Freedmen’s Churches include only the 
amounts reported to the Committee, as given in support of our mis- 
gionaries among them and for the various other objects which pertain 
to church-work in this field. A portion of the amount thus reported 
may have gone to other treasuries of our Church, but just how much | 
we cannot tell. In any case, the figures named may be considered as 
approximating, very nearly, the actual amount given in money by | 
these churches and schools in support of the work under care of your | 
Committee. More has been done by them in labor in the erection of * 
churches, &c., upon which we have no means of placing a correctly 
estimated cash value. Quite a number have also made contributions 
to other Boards of our Church. | | ; | 

Boxes of clothing, also Sabbath-school books and papers have been > 
given ; and we think that, if it was generally realized how much these ~ 
are needed, and how gratefully they are received by these poor people, 
such donations would be largely increased. _ 


DEBT. 


It will be remembered that at the close of the last fiscal year the 
Committee was obliged to report an indebtedness of $7,802.67; and 
great was its perplexity as to what amount of work it might undertake 
to conduct during the year just closed. It was felt that it might 
scarcely be expected that, from the ordinary sources, more funds would 
be received this year than were received in the last, and hence that the 
debt must be carried through another year and shown again at ‘its 
close, or the work must be sufficiently reduced to meet the case; but 
the latter seemed so ruinous that the Committee finally resolved to 
undertake the continuance of about the same amount of work it had 
in hand last year, in the hope that in God’s good providence relief 
might come, if not from the ordinary sources, then “from another 
quarter,” and we are happy to state that we have not been dis- 
appointed—that with special donations from two individuals at home, 
amounting to $3,500, and generous donations from abroad, weare able 
to report the work of our Church among the freedmen clear of debt,

Most of these ministers have large fields to care for, including 
; in some cases four, six, and seven churches; the funds laced at our 


disposal not allowin g us to employ additional laborers. ‘The catechists 

are very useful assistant missionaries, and have done a large amount 
of valuable Church and Sabbath-school work. The teachers are sent, 
not as mere educators, but as Christian missionaries. 

As a rule, your Committee employs as teachers only sectabers of the 
Presbyterian Church; and, in general, they seem to realize that their 
mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 
praise, scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction a constant ac- 
companiment to the daily routine of school exercises. 

In this missionary spirit of our teachers, as we think, lies one e grand 
power of our work. With daily access to the minds and hearts of 
thousands, at a period when the memory is most retentive and 
the heart most susceptible, their opportunities for doing = 

cannot well be over-estimated; and hence means sufficient to suppl P| 
- every church under care of your Committee is greatly to be desire 
_ At present not one-half these churches are regularly so supplied; 
and we thus not only neglect the children of our own Church, 
but necessarily lose a large amount of influence for good, which we 
might otherwise exert.

SUPPORT. 


One of our churches became self-supporting two years ago; two 
others undertook the support of their respective pastors, each for half 
his time, during the last year, and two unitedly have this year 
undertaken the support of a pastor, and others still are making

One object which 
we hope thus to obtain, and in many cases, immediately, through the 


Presbyteries, is the naming of a definite sum to be paid by each church © 


in support of its minister, for which sum he shall look to the people 
whom he serves and not to the Treasury of your Committee. Our 
desire is to disabuse their minds of the thought, which is so natural 
under the circumstances of the past, that the churches and schools 
which we have planted among them are ours, and to imbue them with 
the feeling that they are theirs, and hence to be sustained by their own 
efforts up to the full measure of their ability. 3 | 


Of church buildings 10 have been completed during the year, 9 are 
incomplete, and the whole number reported is 101. Belonging to these 
are 10 manses or homes, all of which are free from debt. The united 
value of these churches, manses, homes and school buildings connected 
with them is estimated at $101,860. This does not include the property 
of Biddle Memorial Institute, Wallingford Academy and Scotia Se - 
nary, the united value of which is $32,950. 


Several of our churches have reported a pleasant religious interest — 


during the year, with additions of from 18 to 37 each.

- Our schools continue to be strictly parochial ; and statistical reports 


from the field show that, besides the large amount of “good seed” 
sown in the hearts of the young by our missionary teachers, their work

mostly in vacation, 163 of their scholars have taught 558 months, equal 
to over 46 years; and that they received for their services, in cash and 
boarding, about $14,235. 


HIGHER SCHOOLS. 


1. BrppLE MeEmorIAL INSTITUTE, Charlotte, N.C., Rev. S. Mat- 


toon, D. D., President, Rev. J. H. SHepp and Rev. R. M. Hatt, 
Professors, with three assistants. This institute, established for the 
special purpose of training colored preachers, catechists and teachers, 
as instructors of their own race, holds a place of the first importance 
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in the work of our Church among the Freedmen. It is located in their 
midst, among the best of their class, and at the terminus of six rail- 
roads. Hence it is easy of access, attracts the most desirable students, 
keeps them surrounded by their own people, among whom they find 
abundant opportunity for doing good during term time, and in vaca- 
tion an open field near at hand for missionary work greatly needed. 
Another advantage is, that thus surrounded, they will retain, in a large 
measure, the simple and inexpensive habits of their own people; and 
moreover, having been gathered from, and thus constantly kept in con- 
tact with those among whom, for the most part, they are preparing to 
labor, they will necessarily retain a oneness of feeling with, and an 
adaptation for laboring among them, which may scarcely be hoped for 
“in dose who have not been so gathered and so trained. 

This institution reports 124 students enrolled during the present 
term, of whom 66 are professors of religion, 30 are studying for the 
gospel ministry, 15 are catechists, and 44 have taught during the year 
- over 140 months. Of the whole number, there are in the Theological 
Department, 5; Classical Department, 36; English and Normal De- 

ment, 83. It has a fine location upon a plat of 20 acres, overlook- 
ing the city of Charlotte, and about three-quarters of a mile from its 


limits. The buildings consist of the Institute, a substantial frame, 50— 


by 54 feet, affording chapel, three recitation rooms and nine large 
rooms for dormitories, two houses for professors, a boarding hall and 
are valued at about $17,000. | 
There is, however, but a partial endowment of only a single profes- 
-sorship, and hence the salaries of the professors must be paid by your 
Committee, as are those of other missionaries, while there are only two 
houses for their accommodation. The Institute buildings also afford 
comfortable accommodations for only 90 students, while there should 
be room for many more. Endowment and building funds, then, are a 
= necessity, and these wants cannot long be denied without serious- 
y hindering its prosperity and usefulness. We earnestly commend it 
to the prayers and liberality of all who have an interest in the Freed- 
men, on account of their past history, their present citizenship and ne- 
cessities, or their relations to Africa, to which: several of its students 
have been looking forward as their future field of labor. Scholarships 
of $100 for a single year, or for each of a number of years consecutive- 
ly ; a general fund to aid students who can support themselves for but 
- part of a single term ; and supplies of bedding and substantial clothing 
are in constant demand. | 
The president and professors, aided by catechists, have the additional) 
labor of caring for 22 churches. . 2

2. Scotta Seminaky, for colored girls, is located at Concord, N. C., 
under superintendence of Rev. DoRLAnD. 

It has three lady teachers, and its design, as expressed in its charter, 
is “to educate colored girls in Religion, and in the Arts and Sciences 


two small dormitories. The lot and buildings are free from debt, and — 


‘ 
a 


usually taught in seminaries of a high order; and in those domestic 

duties which belong to the highest type of wife, mother and teacher.” 
It reports 105 pupils, of whom 76 are professors of religion—57 of 


them members of the Presbyterian Church, and 34 have taught during 
the year about 105 months. In addition to their religious and intel-. 


. lectual culture, upon which great care is bestowed, they are taught to 


cut, make and mend their own clothing; also finer needlework ; and 
they perform the entire household work of the institution, including 
cooking, washing, ironing &c.; all of which is so systematized that 
these duties gre never allowed to trench upon the hours assigned 
to study and recitation. This systematic training is of great value to 
those whose previous condition naturally induced careless habits. — 

It has a half-acre lot upon which are a small Seminary building, a 
refectory, and a small manse or home ; also additional grounds secured 
for the purpose of erecting a main building thereon so soon as suffi- 
cient funds could be obtained. Our success in this regard has been | 
slow, but we are happy to be able to report that we have lately felt 
that sufficient funds were at command to warrant us in authorizing a 
contract to be made for the erection of the front part, at least, of this 


_ building, and we have taken steps accordingly. 


This institution is the only one of its kind under care of the Com- 
mittee, and its success is deemed of special importance, both for the 
training of teachers for schools, and for the proper cultivation of. re- 
finement and virtue among both sexes. Applications for admission 


come from quite a number of the Southern States, and the desire to enter 


manifested has been so strong that it has been very painful to be forced 
to decline admittance, as has been absolutely necessary, on account of 
lack of room ; and we earnestly desire that funds sufficient for the erec- 
tion and completion of the entire building may speedily be placed at 
our disposal. | 
The Superintendent of this Seminary has church work also under 


care. 


3. WALLINGFoRD ACADEMY, Charleston, S. C., Rev. W. A. Parton, 
Principal, has a good building, including chapel and school-rooms, also 
a good “ Home,” and the whole, including the lot, is valued at $13,450. 
It enrolls 261 students—of whom one is for the gospel ministry and one 
has acted as a catechist—and requires the services of the principal and 
four teachers; but has neither endowment fund nor philosophical appa- 
ratus. This institution has taken a high grade, is doing an excellent - 


_ work, and should be carefully fostered. The principal has the care also 


of several churches. 


4. BRatnerp ScHoot, at Chester, 8. C., Rev. 8. Loomis, Superin- 
tendent, is well located in the edge of Chester, upon a lot contain- 
ing one acre and a quarter. Upon this it has a neat two-story frame 


_ building, combining’school-rooms, and rooms for a missionary “ Home,” 


also two cottages (with others in contemplation) for educational pur- 
poses. It reports 231 pupils, of whom 46 are professors of religion, 3 
are studying for the ministry, and 25 have taught during part of the 


year. | 
The special object of this school is to give higher educational ad- 
vantages to the children of the Presbyterian families in Chester 
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Mission. Of the students now in attendance eight have the — | 
ministry in view; and three of these, under the direction of Mr. 
LoomIs, act as catechists in the nine surrounding churches of which he 
has care. | | 
This is a school of much promise, and funds to complete the buildings 
and otherwise carry out its design, would be well bestowed. ~ 
During part, at least, of the past term there has been a marked re- 
ligious interest here. “For four weeks,” says a Chester correspondent 
of the Southern Evangelist, “the Holy Spirit has been present in our. 
school with convicting, and we trust with converting power. During 
that time we have held daily noon meetings. Over fifty have pre- 
sented themselves for prayer and Christian counsel, and about thirty 
have entered into solemn covenant to be the Lord’s.” | } 


FAIRFIELD NORMAL SCHOOL, at Winsboro’, S. C., Rev. WILLARD 
RIcHARDSON, Superintendent, occupies a lot containing over an acre, 
upon the front of which is a comfortable “ Home,” with pleasant sur- 
roundings ; upon the rear a good church and school building, 60 by 33 
feet, consisting of three rooms, and between these other unfinished 
buildings of less value. Its design is one and the same with that of 
Chester, and its superintendent, with the aid of a single catechist, has 
also the care of five churches. He has had much experience as an 
educator, and is doing an excellent work. : 
This school reports 184 pupils, of whom 82 are professors of religion, 
9 are studying for the gospel ministry, and 14 have taught during the 
year.

_ Surely we need not farther multiply words in order to show that 
God is giving great success to our higher schools in the work for which 
they have been specially designed—‘“ the training of preachers, cate- 
chists and teachers for their own race.” ; 
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The teachers of our parochial schools are required to ask of each 
pupil a small tuition fee per week, and to collect the same, so far as 
practicable, where doing so may not seem oppressive, the amount to be 
reported monthly to the office of the Committee. In this way nearly 
every school has been induced to do something towards self support, © 
; — the total amount reported, as thus raised during the past year, is.

SOUTHERN EVANGELIST. 


A felt necessity in our work has been a periodical adapted to the 
wants of the churches under our care; and about two years ago The 
Christian Freedman, a small monthly sheet, was started, with Prof. J. 
H. Shedd, of Biddle Memorial Institute, Charlotte, N. C., as editor 
and general manager. About a year later this paper was enlarged to 
nearly double its former size, chef the name of The Southern Evan-— 

elist. It is now published by Rev. W. A. Patton, Superintendént of 
allingford Academy, Charleston, S. C., Rev. J. H. Shedd and Rev. 
D. J. Sanders, editors and proprietors—all missionaries in the Com- | 
mittee’s employ. So far as we know, this is the only paper published 
specially for the moral and spiritual education of the Freedmen, and 
we deem it very creditable both to them and its conductors that it 
proves self sustaining, and with monthly information which it contains, 
“fresh from the field,” it would prove very readable to any one inter- 
ested in the proper elevation of this people. 


RECEIPTS FROM SCOTLAND. 


In October, 1874, a gentleman residing in New York City, but a 
native of Scotland, aware that there was both sympathy and money 
among Presbyterians in Scotland for missionary work among the Preed- 
men in our Southern States, opened a correspondence with us in rela- 
tion to the same, and requested that a statement of our work and its 
wants should be prepared, for the purpose of being forwarded by him 
for publication in Scotland. This was done; and the response which 
came from leading men indicated to the Committee that there wag an 
“open door” there which we were plainly called to enter. Accordingly 
our corresponding secretary was commissioned to go over and represent 
the interest of our Church’s work among the Freedmen as he might find 
opportunity. He was very kindly received, and was accorded a hear- 
ing before the General Assemblies of the Church of Scotland and 
the Free Church of Scotland; also before the Synods of the 
United Presbyterian and Reformed Presbyterian Churches, each 
of which commended the work to the Christian sympathy and be- 
nevolence of their people. He was also heard in quite a num- 
ber of churches connected with these different bodies, and funds 
were contributed by churches and individuals for the benefit of the 
work thus represented. The object of his going, however, was not so 
much to collect funds himself as to open the way, if he might, for 
their being collected in the future; and having, at length, made 
arrangements for this purpose, which were approved by friends of 
the work there, after a < f of three months, he returned. These 
arrangements were confirmed by the Committee and included the ap-— 
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pointment of a collecting agent in Scotland, and the sending over of a 
colored minister to further represent the work. Accordingly, William 
Crawford, Esq., of Glasgow, was selected for the former, and Rev. D. 
J. Sanders, a graduate of the Western Theological Seminary, and our 
‘mnissionary at Wilmington, North Carolina (once a slave), was chosen 
for the latter, and sailed for Scotland in October. He has been well 
received, and the funds collected there for our work, from the time of 
his arrival up to March 22d, have amounted to $3,880.00, and in- 
cluding those received by our Secretary, the whole amount from 
friends in Scotland to date named is $4,359.43, the net proceeds 
of which have all been used directly in payment of the salaries of our 
missionaries in the field—Nor would we neglect to mention that our 
Secretary was kindly granted a hearing before the General Assembly 
_ of the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, where he remained a few days, 
and received funds as well as the warmly expressed sympathy of the 
Assembly in behalf of our work. | | 
_ It is surely matter for gratitude that our friends abroad have gene- 

rously shown so much practical sympathy in behalf of our work, and 
all the more that it has come in a time of special need, for never has 
your Committee known such |

as it has been called to experience in the past year. Although we 

had borrowed heavily, there was a time when we were in arrears with 
our missionaries to the amount of three full payments, producing a 
degree of embarrassment and distress among them which was painful 
even to contemplate. We would not fail to record, however, that for 
the most part, as good soldiers of Jesus Christ they endured this 
_ “hardness” with an uncomplaining patience that is worthy of high 
commendation. Generous gifts from our friends abroad at such a time 
was indeed “ good news from a far country,” both to the Committee 
and its missionaries. | 


ENLARGEMENT OF THE WORK. 


This is exceedingly desirable—(1) because of the success with 
which God has been pleased to bless the work wherever it has been 
extended ; (2) because of the vast multitudes of these people among 
whom we have planted neither church nor school ; (3) because very 
many of them are Presbyterians or the descendants of Presbyterians, 
and (4) because of the influence which these people must necessarily 
_ exert upon our nation. That a higher average, generally, has been 
added to our churches among these people than is so added to all the 
other work of our church pala 8 oy that, with the exception of one 
church in Florida and seven in Georgia, we have not a single Mission 
planted among the teeming multitudes of these people in the whole 
tier of extreme Southern and South-western States; that to very many 
of the 14,000 colored Presbyterians upon the church roll at the 
be sage g of the late war, we have, as yet, given no care whatever, and 
that these 4,000,000 of people—no longer slaves, but citizens, and so an 
integral part of our nation—cannot but exercise upon it a vast power 
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for good or for evil, are weighty reasons why our church should — 
enlarge to the full measure of her ability a work which tends 
so greatly to promote among them that intelligence and virtue without 


which their liberty will not be worth the having; and without which 
they shall not only fail of citizenship in another and better country, 


‘but sink to still lower depths of ignorance and vice bere, and to 


woe unutterable hereafter—nor sink alone! It may not be that the | 
black men of our nation can thus sink and not drag down white men 
with them ! 
And yet—with the loss of Government and other aid given to the 
work previous to the organization of the present Committee, and 
the burden of liquidating the heavy indebtedness found upon it at Re- 
union—the funds put at our disposal have not allowed us, hitherto, to 
make any direct effort to enlarge the work committed to our care. It 
has grown, to some extent, annually, but for the most part, only by — 
virtue of its vigorous life; and this growth has been almost entirely 
within the comparatively narrow Nernei is to which it has been for 
years confined; and within which, even, the funds contributed to our 
Treasury have allowed us to place so few laborers that the fields of 
many are quite too large for proper cultivation, while in the regions 
beyond are large neglected “fields white already to harvest,” and . 
laborers—numbers of them trained by our own missionaries—are ready 
and eager to enter and reap. — : 
Surely, then, among the things proper for our church to under- 


take in

of our national existence, nothing seems more appropriate—perhaps 
nothing more obligatory—than that she should enlarge the place 
of her tent, stretch forth the curtains of her habitations, lengthen her 
cords and strengthen her stakes—“ break forth on the right hand and 
on the left” in her good work among those who in this year of gladness 
are no longer oppressed slaves, but F’reedmen, rejoicing in that liberty, 
civil, social and religious, which God has at length conferred upon 
them as well as upon us. a | 
Shall not this be the year then in which our missions alread 
lanted shall be strengthened, and in which new missions shall 
established in promising centres hitherto neglected, causing joy in 
many hearts long sick from “ hope deferred,” and sending forth streams 
that, by God’s blessing, shall bring spiritual gladness as well as mental 
light to many others whose present condition is but little above that of 
the untutored inhabitants of the dark land of their forefathers? Shall 


not this be the year in which every church and every individual in 


our communion shall have in the blessedness of him that 
“considereth the poor,” and thus wipe out the reproach which the 
friends of our work abroad—so kindly ready to help it on—may so 
justly cast upon us, if we continue to neglect, as in the past— 
at our very doors, nay in our very midst—a work of such vital 
interest to our nation’s welfare, as also to the highest good of 
our colored citizens both in “ the life that now is” and in “that which 
is to come”’? 

Our church should not forget that many of those whose wants 
as well as words so earnestly call for help are of oyr own spiritual

Brooktyn, N. Y., Fripay, JuNE 25th, 1876. 


The Standing Committee, to which was referred the Report of the 
Presbyterian Committee of Missions for Freedmen, through its Chair- 
man, Rev. Wi.uiaM E. Knox, D. D., presented the following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted, viz: | 


First.—That the great want of the Freedmen is a faithfully preached Gospel, in 
connection with an adequate training of the children and youth in the primary, 
parochial and higher schools, — 

_Second.—That the good work begun, under the hand of our efficient committee, 
secretary, pastors and teachers, ought to be immediately reinforced by a much — 
= supply of men and means. 

T’'hird.—That the best method of promoting a true fraternity, in Church and 
State, is for the North to give up her sons and daughters to the service of the 


Gospel in all unevangelized regions, and for the South to keep not back from 


welcoming beneficent laborers. 


_ Fourth—That the Assembly direct the printing of the annual report of the
